0.5' x 0.2' limestone found well planted 0.5' below grade with no markings. Stone is 0.9' south of an old 6" round wooden fence post 
with north/south fence remains. 
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WITNESS MONUMENT TIES 


All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail set in a 1-1/2" plastic washer stamped "SURVEY MARKER - DO NOT REMOVE" and hack mark at the root 
crown (less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and are measured approximately 
4.5' above ground. Bearings are measured from the monument to the center of the BT, distances are measured from the monument to the mag nail.

OTHER SURVEY HISTORY: Include details such as surveyor name, date, recording info, monument description, etc. 

We believe the stone was set by Monroe County Surveyor M.Buskirk in 1882 at the midpoint between the East 4 corner of Section 1 
and the Southeast corner of Section 1. The measured distance between this stone and the stone at the East % corner is 1319.79 
feet. The measured distance between this stone and the rebar at the Southeast corner of Section 1 is 1308.82 feet, which leads us 
to believe that there is ~11 feet of uncertainty in the location of the Southeast corner of Section 1. 























On the 1997 survey for Gentry East, Smith Quillman set a rebar at this corner, but they did not mention the stone. The SQA rebar 
was accepted on several subsequent surveys throughout the early 2000s, also with no mention of the stone. In 2007, James Smale 
discovered the stone and showed it on his survey of the Mobley Property, but he continued to accept the rebar as the sixteenth 
corner. We do not have any records of this stone being accepted by other surveyors.

The stone is in line with north/south fence remains and in line with a new east/west board fence that is 2.7' west. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. 
We set a mag nail 0.9' below grade on the south side of the stone and spray painted the stone orange. We set a five-foot t-post 0.6’ 
west of the stone with a Monroe County “PROTECT NEARBY SURVEY MARKER’ sign attached facing east, 1.4’ above grade. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. Include monument origin and associated uncertainty. 


We accepted the stone as the best evidence of the corner with 2.59 feet of uncertainty due to the SQA rebar that has been accepted 
as the sixteenth corner on multiple modern surveys. 


GEODETIC COORDINATES: Northing: 1423199.5’, Easting: 3128834.1' 


BASIS OF GEODETIC COORDINATES: The basis of bearings is Grid North NAD83(2011), Indiana West Zone, Epoch 2010.0000, 
Geoid Model G2012BU7, Datum NAD83_NO_TRANS, US Survey Feet, derived from GPS observations utilizing the Indiana Real- 
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Time Network (INCORS). Distances obtained with GPS have not been adjusted to ground. Coordinate data was collected with a 
Javad Triumph LS Network Rover.
